SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

As  we  move  into  a  new  century,  it  is  time  to  pause  and  look  both  back  and  forward.  Rollinsford 
celebrated  its  150th  Birthday  in  1999  highlighted  with  a  family  day  in  August  which  included  trolley 
trips  to  Old  Town  Cemetery  where  characters  from  the  past  discussed  their  lives  in  Rollinsford  in  the 
early  days.  Old  history  buffs,  Ruth  Emerson  and  Florence  Greenaway,  remind  us  that  Rollinsford's  real 
age  is  about  375  years,  dating  back  to  the  initial  settlement  along  the  Salmon  Falls  River  in  the 
1 620's.  Lucy  Putnam  and  the  other  members  of  the  Historic  Committee  were  busy  during  1 999  adding 
to  Rollinsford's  historic  heritage  by  developing  the  new  Salmon  Falls  Park  at  the  site  of  the  former 
Portsmouth-Conway  Railroad  Freight  Station  off  Front  Street  All  contributors  and  volunteers  who 
worked  on  this  project  deserve  a  tip  of  the  hat  and  a  big  thank  you  for  a  job  well  done. 

The  Town  completed  over  $120,000  of  road  improvements  on  BaerRoad,  Prospect  Street,  Locust 
Street,  Pine  Street  and  Spruce  Street  during  the  summer.  This  summer  the  State  Highway  will  begin 
construction  of  the  new,  state  of  the  art,  overpass  bridge.  The  construction  of  a  new  Main  Street 
sidewalk  and  storm  drain  system  from  Silver  Street  to  Mechanic  Street  will  also  be  constructed  in  2000 
or  2001  in  conjunction  with  the  bridge  project. 

The  first  phase  of  the  Town  Hall  Renovation  project,  which  finally  started  in  September,  should  be 
completed  by  early  March.  This  project  has  put  a  real  squeeze  on  the  budgeted  funds,  because  of  high 
construction  costs  related  to  the  booming  construction  economy  in  the  Seacoast  area.  The  2000 
Budget  includes  a  request  for  an  additional  $25,000  to  finance  completion  of  the  Police  Station 
addition,  and  the  parking  lot  entrance.  The  proposed  interior  elevator  had  to  be  eliminated  because 
there  was  not  adequate  space  to  comply  with  code  requirements.  The  revised  plan  calls  for  a  lift  from 
the  parking  lot  to  the  main  floor  level  and  a  stair  lift  for  the  handicapped  to  the  second  floor.  The 
municipal  parking  lot  will  be  constructed  in  the  summer  of  2000  after  the  yellow  apartment  house  is 
demolished. 

The  proposed  municipal  budget  for  2000  calls  for  budget  appropriations  of  $1,109,616.92. 
Capital  Fund  requests  total  $234,130  and  operating  fund  totals  $875,486.92.  The  proposed  budget 
represents  an  increase  of  $25,565.92.  This  increase  is  primary  due  to  increases  in  four  operating 
budget  items:  transfer  station  ($14,981),  fire  department  radio  frequency  change  ($6,600),  and 
increases  in  energy  costs  and  salaries.  The  combination  of  the  $25,565.44  increase  in  proposed 
appropriations  and  an  estimated  $63,518  decrease  in  revenues  will  increase  the  municipal  tax  rate 
about  80  cents.  Departmental  requests  for  a  new  fire  truck,  emergency  town  hall  generator,  a  backhoe, 
and  radar  speed  sign  were  not  recommended  by  the  Selectmen  and  Budget  Committee.  The  fire  truck  and 
generator  will  be  priority  items  in  the  2001  capital  budget. 

The  Tax  Col  lector  received  few  if  any  complaints  about  the  tax  rate  reduction  of  $6.65  per  $1000 
of  valuation  in  1 999.  About  $4.28  of  this  reduction  was  the  result  of  $481 ,000  received  from  the  State 
for  school  support  The  remaining  decline  of  $2.37  was  due  to  a  school  surplus  and  lower  capital 
expenditures  at  the  school,  and  a  slight  decline  in  the  municipal  and  county  tax  rates.  The  bad  news  is 
that  this  year's  proposed  school  budget  may  result  in  a  tax  increase  of  $2.25  in  addition  to  the  80 
cents  expected  in  the  municipal  rate.  The  county  rate  will  probably  decline  a  few  cents  because,  (1 )  total 
county  taxes  required  will  not  increase  and,  (2)  Rollinsford's  proportion  of  the  county  tax  will  decline 
slightly  because  of  slower  growth  in  Rollinsford's  property  values  than  in  the  overall  county. 

Our  recent  efforts  to  improve  the  infrastructure  in  Rollinsford  is  now  being  reflected  in  improved 
roads,  sidewalks,  and  a  renovated  town  hall.  The  town  has  been  able  to  accomplish  these  improve- 
ments while  holding  municipal  tax  rates  at  reasonable  levels. 


Looking  forward  over  the  next  ten  years,  one  can  identify  several  infrastructure  items  that  will 
require  careful  planning  and  budget  crafting.  The  continued  renovation  of  the  town's  roads  call  for 
improvement  on  Clement,  Siigo  and  General  John  Sullivan  Way  in  the  next  five  years.  The  entire  storm 
drain  and  surface  drainage  system  must  be  upgraded  and  improved  to  comply  with  new  federal 
regulations  that  will  soon  be  mandated.  The  2000  budget  calls  for  $2000  to  match  grant  money  from 
the  coastal  zone  management  program  for  a  study  of  our  inground  and  surface  drainage  systems.  The 
findings  of  this  study  will  provide  us  with  information  needed  to  establish  future  construction  priori- 
ties. Once  this  data  is  on  hand,  it  can  be  used  to  support  future  grant  requests  for  drainage  projects 
and  to  establish  upgrade  priorities. 

In  addition  to  a  new  fire  truck,  the  Town  must  consider  a  new  highway  truck  in  the  next  three  years 
and  a  replacement  front  end  loader  in  a  few  years.  Within  ten  years,  the  construction  of  a  new  town 
highway  shed  near  the  transfer  station  should  be  considered.  Likewise,  an  addition  to  the  fire  station 
remains  a  goal  of  the  Fire  Department. 

The  Town  must  also  start  thinking  about  the  need  for  a  part-time  assistant  administrator  for  the 
municipal  government.  The  time  demands  on  Selectmen  and  other  volunteer  town  officials  continue  to 
grow. 

Growth  pressures  in  the  seacoast  area  signal  the  need  to  reassess  our  planning  ordinances  and 
look  to  assure  that  growth  will  be  beneficial  for  the  Town. 

The  final  solution  for  the  educational  crisis  will  determine  what  pressure  future  growth  places  on 
property  taxes.  Hopefully,  the  elderly  will  be  able  to  continue  to  afford  to  live  in  their  homes  in 
Rollinsford.  As  the  average  age  of  population  continues  to  rise,  the  health  and  housing  needs  of  the 
elderly  will  demand  more  consideration  in  local  government  service  decisions. 

If  local  municipal  government  is  to  respond  to  the  above  infrastructure  and  service  needs,  local 
residents  must  step  fonvard  to  provide  the  ideas  and  leadership  required  to  keep  local  participatory 
democracy  a  vital  form  of  government.  Therefore,  the  Selectmen  strongly  encourage  new  residents  and 
younger  residents  who  are  not  actively  in  local  government  to  give  some  time  to  shaping  Rollinsford's 
future  as  a  volunteer  participant.  Communicate  your  volunteer  interest  via  telephone,  mail,  e-mail,  fax 
or  personal  visit  to  the  Town  Hall.  Even  if  you  can't  find  time  to  volunteer  this  year,  we  hope  you  will 
visit  the  renovated  Town  Hall  after  the  police  and  municipal  administration  returns  to  the  building  in 
mid-March. 

Finally,  the  Selectmen  extend  their  appreciation  to  town  employees  and  volunteers  for  a  job  well 
done  during  1 999.  The  understanding  and  interest  expressed  by  many  of  Rollinsford's  citizens  are 
appreciated  by  town  employees  and  municipal  officials.

TOWN  OF  ROLLINSFORD  -  AS  OF  DECEMBER  31,  1999 

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town 
of  Rollinsford  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1998,  we  considered  its  internal  control  in  order  to 
determine  our  auditing  procedures  for  the  purpose  of  expressing  our  opinion  on  the  general  pur- 
pose financial  statements  and  not  to  provide  assurance  on  the  internal  control.  However,  we  noted 
certain  matters  involving  the  internal  control  and  its  operation  that  we  consider  to  be  reportable 
conditions  under  standards  established  by  the  American  Institute  of  Certified  Public  Accountants. 
Reportable  conditions  involve  matters  coming  to  our  attention  relating  to  significant  deficiencies  in 
the  design  or  operation  of  the  internal  control  that,  in  our  judgement,  could  adversely  affect  the 
Town  of  Rollinsford's  ability  to  record,  process,  summarize  and  report  financial  data  consistent  with 
the  assertions  of  management  in  the  general  purpose  financial  statements. 

FIXED  ASSETS 

The  Town  does  not  maintain  records  of  general  fixed  assets  such  as  property  and  equipment 
with  a  life  expectancy  exceeding  one  year.  The  recording  of  fixed  assets  would  fulfill  the  need  to 
provide  for  physical  dollar  value  control,  and  establish  accountability  for  general  government  capital 
expenditures  over  the  year. 

With  the  recording  of  fixed  assets,  the  related  depreciation  could  be  determined  on  an  annual 
basis  for  the  purpose  of  measuring  the  total  cost  of  governmental  services  and  evaluating  the 
efficiency  of  programs.  This  was  recommended  in  the  prior  year  report. 

BANK  RECONCILIATION 

During  the  past  year,  the  treasurer  didn't  reconcile  the  general  fund  checking  account.  As  a  result, 
the  cash  account  in  the  general  ledger  and  the  bank  statement  were  not  in  agreement  at  year  end.  This 
resulted  in  additional  time  being  required  by  the  auditors  to  reconcile  both  the  bank  accounts  and  the 
general  ledger. 

It  is  strongly  recommended  that  the  bank  statement  be  reconciled  monthly,  ascertaining  that  it 
is  in  balance  with  the  cash  account  in  the  general  ledger. 


MONTHLY  JOURNAL  ENTRIES 

The  bookkeeper  prepares  monthly  journal  entries,  adjustments,  corrections  or  reclassification 
entries.  These  entries  are  then  posted  to  the  general  ledger. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Selectmen  review  the  monthly  entries  and  sign  that  the  entries 
were  reviewed  and  approved. 


OVERTIME  PAID  THRU  TIME  OFF 

A  written  policy  has  not  been  established  for  the  proper  use  of  time  off  as  a  result  of  overtime 
worked.  The  selectmen  need  to  determine  what  constitutes  overtime  and  the  period  when  the  over- 
time can  be  taken  off.  The  overtime  hours  should  be  controlled  by  the  payroll  department,  not  the 
employee. 

A  written  policy  should  be  implemented  as  to  what  constitutes  overtime.  This  would  alleviate 
confusion  on  the  part  of  the  employee  and  payroll  department 
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YEAR  2000  SOFTWARE 

With  the  year  2000  approaching,  computer  applications  currenly  in  use  need  to  be  evaluated 
as  to  whether  they  will  operate  as  intended.  The  potential  problem  results  from  the  practice  of 
storing  year  date  in  two-digit  format  instead  of  four-digit  format.  On  January  1,  2000,  systems  with 
time  sensitive  software  programs  or  computer  chips  will  recognize  the  year  as  "00"  and  may  incor- 
rectly interpret  the  year  as  1900.  This  could  force  the  system  to  fail  or  lead  to  incorrect  data  calcu- 
lations. 

We  recommended  you  identify  any  potential  problems  that  may  occur  with  the  year  2000,  which 
may  include  your  computer  hardware  and  software  now  in  use,  and  take  the  necessary  steps  to 
address  these  issues. 

CONTINGENCY  FOR  YEAR  2000 

A  contingency  plan  should  be  addressed  by  the  Selectmen.  Even  if  the  Town  is  compliant  with 
the  year  2000,  your  vendors,  bank  or  state  agencies  may  not  be  compliant  by  January  1st. 

A  material  weakness  is  a  reportable  condition  in  which  the  design  or  operation  of  one  or  more 
of  the  internal  control  components  does  not  reduce  to  a  relatively  low  level  the  risk  that  errors  or 
irregularities  in  amounts  that  would  be  material  in  relation  to  the  general  purpose  financial  state- 
ments being  audited  may  occur  and  not  be  detected  within  a  timely  period  by  employees  in  the 
normal  course  of  performing  their  assigned  functions. 

Our  consideration  of  the  internal  control  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  matters  in  the 
internal  control  that  might  be  reportable  conditions  and  accordingly,  would  not  necessarily  disclose 
all  reportable  conditions  that  are  also  considered  to  be  material  weaknesses  as  defined  above. 
However,  none  of  the  reportable  conditions  described  above  is  believed  to  be  a  material  weakness. 

This  report  is  intended  solely  for  the  information  and  use  of  management  and  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire,  Department  of  Revenue  Administration.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
ROLLINSFORD  PLANNING  BOARD 

In  calendar  year  1999  the  Planning  Board  granted  two  lot  line  adjustments  (Application  of 
Jansen  &  Marr,  Application  of  Brown  &  Meegan),  and  four  site  plan  reviews  (Application  of  Hannaford 
Brothers,  Application  of  Bell  Atlantic,  Application  of  Janco  and  Application  of  Nextel  Communications). 

The  Planning  Board  has  continued  to  foucs  substantial  attention  on  Rollinsford's  Master  Plan. 
The  Board  has  updated  the  chapters  of  the  master  plan  containing  the  Town's  vision  for  its  community 
resources  and  transportation  network. 

The  Board  has  also  continued  in  its  effort  to  keep  the  Town's  zoning  ordinances  up  to  date.  The 
Board  has  drafted  and  proposed  an  amendment  to  the  ordinance  to  better  regulate  telecommunications 
facilities,  including  cellular  telephone  transmission  towers.  It  has  also  proposed  "housekeeping" 
amendments  to  the  ordinance  to  conform  the  ordinance  to  guidelines  established  by  the  Federal 
Emergency  Management  Agency  so  that  qualifying  Rollinsford  land  owners  may  continue  to  purchase 
flood  insurance.  The  Board  has  tabled  draft  zoning  amendmenb  intended  to  address  persistent 
questions  posed  by  some  residents  of  the  Urban  Residential  and  Salmon  Falls  Village  districts 
relating  to  the  erection  of  unsightly  fences  and  the  keeping  of  large  numbers  of  pets  and  farm  animals 
on  small  parcels  in  those  districts.  The  Board  has  found  it  difficult  to  draft  guidelines  that  correctly 
balance  the  competing  interests  of  landowners.  The  Board  welcomes  the  input  of  Rollinsford  citizens 
on  these  and  other  land  use  issues  facing  the  Town. 

The  Board  has  also  begun  a  long  term  project  to  take  advantage  of  geographical  information 
systems  (GIS).  The  goal  of  the  project  is  to  allow  the  Board  to  visualize  individual  parcels,  districts 
and  the  entire  town  in  terms  of  a  wide  variety  of  planning  constraints,  such  as  soils,  transportation, 
wildlife  habitat,  and  steep  slopes.  Fred  Barry  has  taken  the  lead  for  the  Board  on  the  project,  attending 
classes  to  learn  how  to  use  GIS  tools,  enlisting  the  aid  of  student  intern  and  asking  the  Board  to  seek 
grant  and  capital  monies  to  purchase  computer  hardware  and  software. 

Marc  Couture  resigned  as  secretary  and  member  of  the  Board  after  many  years  of  work  on  behalf 
of  the  Board  and  the  Town.  His  hard  work  and  civic  spirit  exemplify  the  highest  traditions  of  volunteer 
town  government  Armand  Laliberte  resigned  as  an  alternate  member  of  the  Board  in  1 999  after  many 
years'  service  as  a  member  and  alternate  member  Gloria  Chabot  has  continued  her  able  and  meticulous 
work  as  the  Board's  recording  secretary.  The  current  members  of  the  Rollinsford  Planning  Board  include 
Fred  Barry  (term  expires  2000);  John  Wastrom  (term  expires  2000);  Charles  Putnam  (term  expires 
2001);  Richard  Wasson  (term  expires  2001);  Benjamin  Thayer  (term  expires  2002);  Nancy  Carmer 
(term  expires  2002)  and  Edmund  Jansen  (ex-officio).

THE  1999  ANNUAL  REPORT 
OF  THE  HISTORICAL  COMMITTEE 

Historical  Committee  members  were  busy  throughout  the  past  twelve  months  with  a  number  of 
worthwhile  projects.  In  the  historic  mill  village,  their  energy  was  focused  on  the  construction  of  the 
Salmon  Falls  Village  Park  and  the  renovation  of  the  Rollinsford  Town  Hall.  The  committee  held  a  number 
of  successful  fundraisers,  and  thanks  to  the  generosity  of  the  townspeople,  in  excess  of  $6,700  was 
raised  for  the  park.  The  iron  fence,  granite  posts,  the  gazebo  and  the  bulk  of  the  grading  were 
completed  in  1999.  In  the  coming  months,  street  lights,  a  sign,  benches,  landscaping  and  road- 
grading  will  be  finished  and  the  park  will  be  opened  for  all  to  enjoy.  None  of  this  effort  would  have 
been  possible  without  the  countless  hours  of  volunteer  labor  donated  by  committee  members, 
townspeople,  and  area  businesses  on  both  sides  of  the  State  line.  Thank  you,  one  and  all. 

As  mentioned  at  last  year's  town  meeting,  the  Town  Hall  was  elevated  to  the  National  Register  of 
Historic  Places  in  March  1999.  This  honor  is  a  tremendous  one  for  the  building  and  for  our  Town. 
Renovations  to  the  Town  Hall  began  in  the  fall,  and  the  project  has  encountered  several  major  hurdles. 
While  the  committee  has  had  no  official  role  in  the  renovations,  members  have  kept  an  eye  on  the  work 
being  done  and  have  conferred  with  the  selectmen  when  appropriate,  expressing  concerns  and  making 
suggestions.  We  look  fonward  to  the  completion  of  this  phase  of  the  project,  and  look  ahead  to  the 
restoration  of  the  second  floor  auditorium.  It  will  be  wonderful  to  have  a  fully  functional  Town  Hall  that 
our  citizens  can  be  proud  of  once  again. 

The  committee  was  also  busy  this  year  organizing  a  number  of  educational  programs  for  the 
Town.  Five  lectures  focusing  on  area  history  were  held  in  the  spring  and  fall.  All  were  well  attended; 
some  even  crowded.  At  the  grade  school,  committee  members  shared  information  on  local  history  with 
the  studente,  and  in  July,  a  three-day  program,  "Life  1 50  Years  Ago,"  was  offered  as  part  of  the  summer 
enrichment  program. 

During  the  150th  Anniversary/Family  Day  celebration  in  August,  the  committee  sponsored  a 
trolley.  More  than  120  people  enjoyed  a  guided  historical  tour  of  the  village  and  Sligo  areas  of 
Rollinsford  while  riding  the  trolley,  and  another  200  people  hopped  aboard  for  a  lift  to  the  Old  Town 
Cemetery  where  the  "Ghost  Walk"  took  place.  Fourteen  amateur  actors  in  period  dress  entertained  and 
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educated  visitors  with  stories  of  the  lives  of  those  who  resided  in  our  Town  in  times  past  Other 
members  of  the  committee  and  volunteers  manned  the  food  concession  booth,  selling  a  wide  variety 
of  treats  at  modest  prices.  The  trolley  and  related  activities  were  so  successful,  the  committee  plans  to 
do  them  again  this  summer. 

In  the  year  2000,  the  Historical  Committee  will  continue,  as  ever,  to  work  in  celebration  of  the  Town 
of  Roilinsford's  historical  heritage.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  UPDATE 
SEPTIC  SYSTEM  FAILURE: 

The  legal  definition  of  septic  failure  is: 

"The  condition  produced  when  a  subsurface  sewage  or  waste  disposal  system  does  not 
properly  contain  or  treat  sewage,  or  causes  or  threatens  to  cause  the  discharge  of  sewage  on  the 
ground  surface  or  into  adjacent  surface  or  groundwaters  (RSA  485-A-2:IV)" 

"Any  person  who  has  installed  or  otherwise  acquired  a  subsurface  or  waste  disposal  system 
installed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions.. .is  required  to  operate  and  maintain  said  system  in  such 
a  manner  as  to  prevent  nuisance  or  potential  health  hazard  due  to  failure  of  the  system."  RSA  4850A:37 

What  this  means  is  that  if  your  septic  system  is  in  failure  you  have  to  fix  it,  and  if  you  are 
discharging  grey  water  in  anything  other  than  a  functional  septic  system  you  have  to  stop  and  have  the 
drains  hooked  up  to  the  septic  system.

The  Rollinsford  School  District  has  enjoyed  a  smooth  and  relatively  uneventful  calendar  year, 
1999.  Our  grade  school  enrollments  have  been  stable.  In  September,  we  enrolled  our  first  Grade  1  class 
graduated  from  our  very  own  Kindergarten.  We  are  most  pleased  to  report  that  the  Kindergarten 
program  has  been  a  stunning  success  at  Rollinsford  Grade  School  (RGS). 

Over  the  past  summer,  all  of  the  grade  school's  exterior  wood  trim  and  siding  was  covered  in  vinyl 
and  aluminum  cladding,  except  for  the  unique  architectural  detailing  at  the  building  entrances  and 
cupola.  At  present,  the  grade  school  building  is  about  as  maintenance  free  as  could  be  possible.  With 
continued  periodic  system  upgrades,  our  schoolhouse  will  continue  to  give  our  community  premium 
service  at  very  low  cost 

The  proposed  school  district  budget  for  2000-2001  shows  a  minimal  increase  of  2.74%,  or 
about  $66,700.  Said  increase  will  cover  proposed  salary  increases,  benefit  cost  increases,  and  higher 
middle  school  tuition  costs.  The  School  Board  has  negotiated  a  three  (3)  year  contract  with  the 
Rollinsford  Teachers'  Association  with  scheduled  salary  increases  of  2.50,  2.75  and  3.25%  respec- 
tively in  the  first  second  and  third  year  of  the  contract  For  the  first  time  ever,  an  early  retirement 
incentive  bonus  has  been  negotiated  that  will  run  to  the  benefit  of  both  the  retiring  teacher  and  to  the 
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school  district. 

The  School  Board  is  keeping  close  watch  on  the  expanding  enrollment  projections  at  RGS.  We  are 
presently  at  a  point  where  even  the  smallest  of  enrollment  increases  will  give  rise  to  the  need  of  an 
additional  teacher  at  the  grade  school. 

We  look  f  onward  to  the  2000-2001  school  year  and  the  changes  it  will  bring  to  the  School  District 
Mr.  Edgar  Melanson,  our  Superintendent,  will  retire  on  June  30,  2000.  We  thank  him  for  his  tireless 
service  to  SAU  56  and  wish  him  well  and  all  of  our  best.  Additionally,  March  1 8,  2000  will  mark  the  end 
of  my  term  as  a  Rollinsford  School  Board  member  I  leave  with  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  many  good 
things  have  been  collectively  accomplished  during  the  past  three  (3)  years  at  RGS.  I  also  leave  with  the 
confidence  in  knowing  that  successful  educational  outcomes  will  continue  to  be  achieved  with  admin- 
istration, faculty,  staff,  parents,  community  members  and  the  School  Board  all  striving  to  attain  the 
goals  of  excellence  in  education. 

Thank  you  to  all  Rollinsford  citizens  who  have  and  continue  to  support  the  School  District  Your 
support  is  essential  to  the  well  being  of  our  children  and  to  the  common  good  of  the  community.

He  feels  that  by  attending  the  School  District  and  the  Town  Meeting  in  its  present  form 
you  become  informed  on  the  issues  being  discussed  and  voted  on. 

Mike  Rhode  spoke  in  favor  of  SB2.  He  feels  that  everyone  should  be  entitled  to  vote  and  more 
people  vote  than  attend  the  meetings.  It  would  be  the  Democratic  way. 

Carleton  Spencer  explained  that  as  the  petitioner  that  SB2  would  allow  those  who  cannot  come  to 
the  meeting  to  have  their  vote  by  obtaining  an  absentee  ballot

School  District  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1999  as  listed  in  the  table  of  contents.  These 
general  pupose  financial  statements  are  the  responsibility  of  the  School  District's  management  Our 
responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion  on  these  general  purpose  financial  statements  based  on  our 
audit 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards.  Those  stan- 
dards require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the 
financial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement  An  audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test  basis, 
evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  financial  statements.  An  audit  also  includes 
assessing  the  accounting  principles  used  and  significant  estimates  made  by  management,  as  well  as 
evaluating  the  overall  financial  statement  presentation.  We  believe  that  our  audit  provides  a  reason- 
able basis  for  our  opinion. 

The  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  do  not  include  the  general  fixed 
asseb  account  group  which  should  be  included  in  order  to  conform  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles.  As  is  the  case  with  most  municipal  entities  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  the  Rollinsford 
School  District  has  not  maintained  historical  cost  records  of  its  fixed  assets.  The  amount  that  should 
be  recorded  in  the  general  fixed  assets  account  group  is  not  known. 

in  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effect  on  the  financial  statements  of  the  omission  described  in  the 
preceding  paragraph,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in  all 
material  respects,  the  financial  position  of  the  Rollinsford  School  District,  as  of  June  30, 1999,  and  the 
results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles. 

The  unaudited  Supplementary  Information  on  page  13  is  not  required  part  of  the  basic  financial 
statements  but  is  supplementary  information  required  by  the  Governmental  Accounting  Standards 
Board.  We  have  applied  certain  limited  procedures,  which  consisted  principally  of  inquiries  of 
management  regarding  the  methods  of  measurement  and  presentation  of  the  supplementary  informa- 
tion. However,  we  did  not  audit  the  information  and  do  not  express  an  opinion  on  it  In  addition,  we  do 
not  provide  assurance  that  the  Rollinsford  School  District  is  or  will  become  year  2000  compliant,  the 
Rollinsford  School  District's  year  2000  remediation  efforts  will  be  successful  in  whole  or  in  part,  or  that 
parties  with  which  the  Rollinsford  School  District  does  business  are  or  will  become  year  2000  compli- 
ant 

Our  audit  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  general  purpose  financial 
statements  of  the  Rollinsford  School  District  taken  as  a  whole.  The  combining  and  individual  fund 
financial  statements  listed  as  schedules  in  the  table  of  contents  are  presented  for  purposes  of 
additional  analysis  and  are  not  a  required  part  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the 
Rollinsford  School  District  Such  information  has  been  subjected  to  the  auditing  procedures  applied  in 
the  audit  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  and,  in  our  opinion,  is  fairly  presented  in  all 
material  respects  in  relation  to  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.

12653  Main  Street  Sidewalk  Project.  (Feb.  2,  1999). 

Motion  to  accept  as  read  made  by  Paul  Connolly,  seconded  by  George  Dagenais.  Larry  Larkin 
asked  what  was  going  to  be  done.  Mr.  Jansen  said  that  what  is  proposed  is  to  build  a  sidewalk  starting 
at  the  fire  station  and  ending  at  Mechanic  Street.  The  Town  applied  about  four  years  ago  to  the  State 
for  some  of  the  so  called  "ice  tea"  Federal  monies.  Originally,  the  Town  applied  for  $55,000.00  and 
our  match  was  going  to  be  $11,000.00.  When  the  DOT  started  looking  at  the  re-building  of  the 
overpass,  slated  for  the  fall  of  1999,  they  thought  the  sidewalk  and  overpass  project  should  be 
merged  together.  They  then  said  the  "ice  tea"  grant  was  not  nearly  enough  money.  They  figured  the 
project,  which  at  that  time  was  starting  at  the  fire  station  and  ending  at  Prospect  Street,  would  cost 
$155,000.00,  so  they  propsed  to  raise  the  Town's  match  to  $31,000.00  ?.nd  they  would  come  with 
the  rest  of  the  $1 55,000.00.  This  is  the  figure  used  at  the  public  hearing,  which  was  held  in  January. 
At  the  public  hearing,  those  in  attendance  thought  it  was  a  higher  priority  to  rebuild  the  sidewalk 
between  Prospect  and  Mechanic  Street.  After  the  hearing  the  Selectmen  asked  the  engineers  to  look 
at  that  sidewalk  and  give  some  idea  of  the  cost  to  rebuild.  They  said  because  of  relocating  sewer 
lines  and  other  things  it  would  cost  $70,000.00  plus  $14,000.00  engineering  fees.  However,  they 
said  if  the  Town  combines  it  with  the  other  project  they  would  pick  up  80%  of  the  cost.  This  additional 
sidewalk  will  add  $16,800.00  to  theTown  match.  For  $47,800.00  we  will  get  sidewalks,  curbing  and 
storm  drains.  It  will  be  on  the  Stockdale  sub-division  side  of  the  road.  Mr  Connolly  asked  if  it  in- 
cluded a  full  depth  reclamation  of  Main  Street,  and  then  repave  it.  Mr  Jansen  said,  yes  with  the 
rebuilding  of  the  overpass,  Main  Street  will  be  redone.  Harold  Knowles  asked  about  Silver  Sreet,  why 
not  do  that  also,  it's  a  busy  street,  and  not  safe.  Mr  Jansen  said  he  agreed,  and  the  Town  will 
continue  to  apply  for  future  monies  so  other  streets  could  also  be  done.  Vote  on  Article  X  carries, 
(voice  vote) 

ARTICLE  XI 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars 
($1 5,000.00)  to  purchase  a  used  fire  truck  to  replace  the  Dodge  forestry  truck. 

Motion  to  accept  as  read  made  by  Richard  Wasson,  seconded  by  Gail  Flynn.  Chief  Knowles 
explained  the  present  truck  was  given  to  the  Town  by  the  State,  and  will  not  pass  inspection.  Instead 
of  putting  money  into  a  truck  we  do  not  own,  he  felt  it  would  be  better  for  the  Town  to  purchase  their 
own  and  use  for  about  10  years.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  nine  thousand  one  hundred 
sixteen  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($9,116.50)  for  cemetery  capital  improvement,  including,  equipment 
shed  in  the  New  Town  Cemetery,  door  improvement  to  vault  building  in  Old  Town  Cemetery,  and  road 
improvement  in  Old  Town  Cemetery. 

Janice  Mulligan,  seconded  by  Mike  Rhode,  moves  to  accept  Article  XII  as  read.  No  discussion  on 
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this  Article.  Article  carries,  (voice  vote)

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  forty  thousand  dollars 
($40,000.00)  for  road  re-construction  and  renovation. 

Motion  to  accept  Article  as  read  was  made  by  Paul  Connolly,  seconded  by  Armand  Laliberte.  Mr. 
Jansen  said  the  priority  streets  for  this  $40,000.00  are  Prospect,  Willey,  Pine,  and  Locust  Streets.  No 
further  discussion.

Mike  Brown  moved  to  accept  as  read,  seconded  by  Denise  Knowles.  Question  asked  how  often 
do  we  buy  a  cruiser  Chief  Ducharme  answered  every  other  year.  No  discussion.  Ayes  carries,  (voice 
vote) 

ARTICLE  XV 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  eight  hundred  forty-eight 
thousand  one  hundred  thirty-four  dollars  and  ninety-eight  cents  ($848,134.98)  which  represents 
the  operating  budget  Said  sum  does  not  include  special  or  capital  articles  addressed. 

Motion  to  accept  as  read  made  by  Paul  Connolly,  seconded  by  Janice  Mulligan.  Selectman  Jansen 
moved  to  amend  Article  XV  to  add,  "and  to  withdraw  thirty-four  thousand  ($34,000.00)  from  the 
Special  Hydro  Reserve  Fund  to  be  used  as  offset  against  the  1999  operating  budget".  Gail  Flynn 
seconded  the  motion.  He  explained  that  the  budget  proposed  at  the  public  hearings,  which  shows 
where  revenues  are  coming  from,  indicates  $34,000.00  coming  from  the  Special  Hydro  Reserve 
Fund,  and  he  wants  to  make  it  clear  that  this  will  be  taken  out.  There  usually  is  a  separate  Article  to 
do  this,  but  it  was  overlooked.  This  would  not  change  the  amount  of  $848,1 34.98.  Vote  is  taken  on 
the  amendment  to  Article  XV  Amdendment  carries,  (voice  vote)  Vote  is  taken  on  the  operating  bud- 
get recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee,  which  is  $848,134.98.  Article  XV  as  amended  carries, 
(voice  vote) 

ARTICLE  XVI 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  use  of  the  fire  alarm  horn  at  the  fire  station  except 
in  the  case  of  major  disaster 

Marty  Rouleau,  seconded  by  George  Dagenais,  moved  to  accept  as  read.  Ronald  Brown  wanted 
to  know  what  the  reason  was  to  stop  blowing  the  horn.  Marty  Rouleau  said  he  proposed  to  stop 
blowing  the  alarm  because  it  is  noisy,  not  effective  and  we  just  don't  need  it  All  the  firemen  have 
pagers,  which  have  been  working  without  problems  to  his  knowledge.  He  said  he  checked  with  other 
departments,  and  they  don't  use  their  horns.  Dover  hasn't  used  one  for  10  years,  Somersworth  for 
5  years  and  South  Benwick  for  8  years.  Mr  Rouleau  said  he  lives  behind  the  fire  station,  and  the  horn 
is  very  noisy. 

Marc  Couture  said  he  didn't  think  we  should  compare  ourselves  to  the  larger  communities.  He 
felt  people  like  to  know  when  there  is  afire,  and  the  horn  is  part  of  small  town  living,  and  he  sees  no 
reason  to  discontinue  it 
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Mike  Rhode  felt  it  was  unnecessary  and  should  be  shut  off,  then  if  it  was  used  only  for  major 
disasters  when  it  blew  people  would  know  something  is  really  happening. 

Chief  Knowles  said  he  would  like  to  see  it  back  on,  because  even  though  he  has  a  pager,  when 
he's  snowblowing,  mowing  the  grass,  or  in  his  pool,  he  doesn't  have  his  pager  on. 

Assistant  Fire  Chief  Mark  Rutherford  said  that  he  doesn't  always  carry  his  pager,  having  a  pager 
is  not  a  foolproof  way  to  get  everyone  to  a  fire.  Some  of  the  places  Mr  Rouleau  mentioned  as  not 
using  horns,  have  full-time  firefighters  on  duty  24  hours.  The  horn  reinforces  the  pager  system  in 
getting  the  Town's  volunteer  firefighrers  to  the  scene.  He  didn't  think  it  should  be  shut  off. 

Mr.  Rouleau  stated  he  has  no  problem  with  the  Fire  Department,  and  is  not  trying  to  interfere 
with  the  running  of  the  department,  he  felt  they  had  achieved  many  things  in  the  last  few  years.  His 
only  complaint  was  the  horn  is  noisy  when  you  live  75  feet  away  from  it 

Mr  Rutherford  said  maybe  the  alternative  could  be  that  the  horn  be  programmed  to  shut  off  at 
night  and  go  back  on  during  the  day. 

Steve  Roberts  moved  to  amend  the  Article  to  say  that  the  horn  not  be  used  from  11  PM  to  6  AM, 
and  that  pager  system  be  used  24  hours  a  day.  George  Dagenais  seconded  the  motion  to  amend. 
Vote  on  amendment  is  defeated.  Article  XVI  as  originally  written  is  defeated,  (voice  vote) 

ARTICLE  XVII 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  to  the  highest  bidder,  the  surplus 
equipment  and  vehicles  owned  by  the  Town. 

Paul  Connolly  moves  to  accept  as  read,  Mr.  Wasson  seconded  motion.  No  discussion  on  this 
Article.  Article  carries  (voice  vote). 

ARTICLE  XVIII 

To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  the  meeting. 

Denise  Knowles  asked  the  status  of  the  Town  Hall  Renovation  project  Mr  Jansen  said  the  bid 
documents  would  be  ready  approximately  around  April  1,  hopefully  by  May  15  they  will  have  bids  for 
approval,  with  construction  starting  by  June. 

Lucy  Putnam,  Chairperson  of  the  Rollinsford  Historical  Committee,  said  they  plan  to  have  events 
to  celebrate  RoHinsford's  150th  Anniversary  this  year,  and  that  the  Town  Hall  is  elevated  to  the 
National  Register  of  Historic  Places. 

Mr  Caouette  said  he  was  disappointed  in  the  turnout  at  the  voting  held  on  Tuesday,  and  that 
people  did  not  register  for  the  open  positions.  If  more  people  would  volunteer  for  these  positons,  we 
wouldn't  have  twenty  or  thirty  write-ins  that  need  to  be  counted.

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SOLID  WASTE  DISPOSAL  AND  RECYCLING 

The  year  1999  has  been  somewhat  disappointing  since  the  market  for  recyclable  materials 
was  quite  low  and  the  tonnage  of  solid  waste  was  quite  high. 

The  average  tonnage  of  solid  waste  per  month  in  1 999  was  61  compared  to  56  In  1 998  and 
55  in  1997. 

Increases  like  this  can  be  attributed  to  one  or  more  of  the  following  possibilities: 

1)  An  increase  in  solid  waste  per  household  which  statistically  does  not  seem  to  be  the 
case. 

2)  Recyclable  items  not  being  segregated  out  of  solid  waste  for  processing  at  the  Transfer 
Station,  such  as  bottles,  cans,  newspapers,  magazines,  corrugated  items  etc.  This  is  something  that  all 
of  us  can  do  something  about  by  encouraging  our  friends  and  neighbors  to  help  in  this  effort  It  is  a 
very  important  aspect  of  the  entire  program. 

3)  Solid  waste  being  brought  in  from  or  by  non-residents  of  Rollinsford.  This  can  and  may 
be  happening  and  our  Transfer  Station  personnel  have  been  trying  to  do  the  best  they  can  to  screen  this 
out  Anyone  who  knows  of  any  such  abuses  should  let  it  be  known  to  the  attendants  on  duty.  The  change 
in  auto  registration  plates  has  made  this  screening  more  difficult 

Your  assistance  in  these  areas  would  be  very  helpful. 

On  the  plus  side,  our  tonnage  of  glass  has  increased  to  35  tons  compared  to  25  tons  in 
1998  and  has  resulted  in  $556.00  in  revenue  in  addition  to  approximately  $2,000.00  less  in  solid 
waste  tipping  fee  expense. 

Keeping  recyclable  materials  separate  from  solid  waste  materials  is  really  not  very  difficult 
to  do  and  would  be  a  great  help  in  keeping  our  overall  solid  waste  disposal  expense  as  low  as 
possible. 

Your  help  and  cooperation  has  been  and  continues  to  be  very  much  appreciated.
